zine in its February issue. The Communists 
Will try to sabotage factories, break down 
transportation, 
disrupt 
communications, 
create panic in the cities .and crush our 
morale, says the magazine. 
Will such attempts succeed? It all de­ 
pends, says Changing Times, on how well 
loyal Americans are prepared to meet the 
Communists’ attacks. 
If the Russians make a surprise attack, 
as the Japs did at Pearl Harbor, it is like­ 
ly that top Communists here will try to or­ 
ganize a simultaneous blow from within. 
Then it will be a split-second race be­ 
tween the Communists and the FBI. A few 
hours, or even minutes, might make the 
difference as to whether the FBI nabs the 
leaders before serious damage is done. 
Be surpicious of anyone who asks a lot 
of questions about local conditions, espe­ 
cially questions having to do with manu­ 
facturing, electric 
power, transportation, 
or communications. Report it if you notice 
trespassers in defense plants, power plants, 
transformer plants or railroad yards. Sus­ 
pect anyone who tells you Communist-line 
stories that reflect on your country,

Be security conscious especially if you 
work rn a defense plant. Remember that 
red tape such as fingerprinting and filling 
out of forms is only a means of preventing 
iabotage and espionage. Be careful about

These priceless manuscripts were in the 
state library of Berlin when the Russians 
entered the city. But, despite several years 
of search by Carleton Smith, director of

Smith, who has restored many import­ 
ant mu. leal manuscripts to their rightful 
places since the war, learned 
from

custodian of the state library that the Rus­ 
sians had taken the three missing m anu­ 
scripts to a Benedictine monastery 
at 
Grussau in Silesia—now Poland. 
Smith 
wrote the monastery, but got no answer. 
Ile also induced 
Trygve Lie, secretary- 
general cf the United Nations, to 
write, 
with similar result. 
Finally, Smith himself managed to get a 
visa to enter Poland, and visited the mon­ 
astery. There he found that the monks had 
been banished, and no one knew anything 
about the precious manuscripts. 
Journeying to Rome, Smith interviewed 
the pope, who put him in touch with the 
former head abbot of the monastery, whom 
Smith located at Bad Wimpfen in Ger­ 
many. 
Abbot Schmidt remembered vividly that 
members of the Red army had come to the 
monastery, packed up certain manuscripts 
and other valuables which 
had 
arrived 
from Berlin, and carried them off “to the 
east.” 
That is as far as the manuscripts have J _ 
been traced. Since then, Smith has w rit- \ 
ten a letter to Stalin, asking that the works 
of Beethoven, Mozart and Mendelssohn be 
returned, but has not received an answer. 
PURPLE HEART FOR FROSTBITE 
The Korean winter has been so severe 
that the defense department, for the first 
time in history, will award the 
purple 
heart for frostbite. 
This will affect 5,300 
frostbite casualties, who 
often 
suffered 
more than the wounded but who otherwise 
would not have been entitled to the purple 
heart. 
During the Battle of the Bulge in World 
War II, 
many G. I.’s lost arms and legs 
from frostbite. 
Yet they were never au­ 
thorized to wear the purple heart, because 
of the technicality that they

•wounded in battle.

sales tax "take” 
since 1934, and cites the cause of 
state poverty despite the highest 
sales tax income in history. 
“. . . and three cents for the gov­ 
ernor,” is an old joke practiced by 
some 
retailers 
in Michigan who 
want the customer to understand 
that he is acting as a go-between 
in collecting the tax for the state. 
'Emergency’ Continues 
But courts have ruled in con­ 
tests of the sales tax act that the 
tax is not imposed upon the con­ 
sumer but is “a privilege tax im­ 
posed on the privilege of making 
retail sales, measured by the gross 
proceeds of such sales.” Undoubt­ 
edly this will surprise consumers 
who pay the tax to the retailer, 
who in turn pays the state. 
Neither is the sales tax a tax on 
property. The act was adopted in 
1933 
the 
year after the 15-mill 
property tax limitation became ef­ 
fective, and at that time was de­ 
scribed as an emergency measure 
to provide the state with the reve­ 
nue it required. 
How

has been as a revenue raiser is re­ 
vealed 
in 
the following annual 
sales tax production figures:

ABOUT THE TITLE MRS. 


WHERE DID WE GET IT? 


Kansas City: Please explain how the "s” 
got on the abbreviation “Mr.” to form the 
feminine married title “Mrs.” And is the 
common pronunciation "MIZZ-riss” cor­ 
rect? I’m ail at sea.—R. P. 
A. Strictly speaking, “Mrs.” is actually 
the abbreviation of the word 
"mistress,” 
which is the feminine form of the word 
“mister.” 
Originally, 
"mistress” was a 
courtesy title given any woman, married 
or single, a usage that is still seen in the 
word schoolmistress, and in the title mis­ 
tress as in employing servants or in own- j 
ing a horse or dog. We also use mistress in 
denoting supremacy, as, England was once J 
the mistress of the seas. 
It was once customary to address m ar­ 
ried women as mistress, 
but in this in­ 
stance the pronunciation became gradual­ 
ly corrupted until at last it was “MISS-iz,” 
and Hie spelling was abbreviated to “Mrs.” 
In much the same way the title 
“Miss” 
evolved from the word mistress and came 
to mean an unmarried woman. 
It was once also customary to speak of 
one’s sweetheart as one’s mistress; but this 
meaning became degraded and 
at 
last 
came to mean a woman kept by a man for 
illicit relations; a paramour. 
Now the pronunciation “MIZZ-riss” for 
Mr s. is dialectal and illiterate. On the oth­ 
er hand, tile pronunciation “mizz” occurs 
widely among literate people, especially in 
the Southern States. It now has dictionary 
sanction. 
Another oddity about tile title Mrs. is 
that it has no plural form. One can plural­ 
ize Miss and speak of the Misses Jones and 
Brown. But in speaking of two or more 
married women (or widows) one must re­ 
peat the title thus: 
Mrs. White and Mrs. 
Black. But, it should be noted, the pronun­ 
ciation of Micros is MI SS-oz, which is ex­ 
actly the way that Mrs. is pronounced!

sales tax diversion constitutional 
amendment adopted by the voters 
in November 1946,” the Michigan 
department of revenue reports. 
Under the provisions 
of 
the 
amendment, approximately 61 and 
two-thirds 
per cent of the sales 
tax 
receipts 
goes to the public 
schools, and 16 and two-thirds per 
cent is divided between the cities, 
villages and townships on a popu­ 
lation basis. 
“As a result of 
this 
diversion 
amendment, which took from tho 
state 78 per cent of its principal 
source of income, the state gov­ 
ernment has been forced to look 
elsewhere for new sources of rev­ 
enue to supplant this loss,” the de­ 
partment of revenue points out. 
Tho Consumer Pays 
Currently in Lansing the legis­ 
lature and the governor are at 
odds over tile application of new 
taxes to increase state revenues.

Reds May Offer ‘Peace’ 
Plan To Curb Rearming 


By MARQUIS CHILDS 
WASHINGTON — Speaking in 
Salt Lake City the 
other 
day, 
Senator Robert A. Taft of Ohio 
had some interesting things to say 
about military spending and the 
national economy. It 
is 
possible 
that his remarks are like that 
cloud on the horizon no bigger 
than a m an’s hand forecasting the 
shape of things to come 
Specifically, Taft suggested the 
appointment 
of 
a 
commission 
headed by civilians 
“to 
explore 
the methods by which the same 
military results can be accomp­ 
lished with fewer men and less 
expense.” This is a practical pro­ 
posal that will seem to many to 
have merit since 
it 
sometimes 
looks as though the armed ser­ 
vices were bent on getting every­ 
thing while the getting was good 
regardless of cost. 
But as so often when Senator 
Taft goes from the general to the 
particular he gets on to dubious 
ground. 
In his Salt Lake speech 
he said: 
“Is it necessary for us to sup­ 
port 50,000 men in uniform and 
25,000 more civilians to put one 
division of 18,000 
men 
in 
the 
field? This is certainly far more 
than is required by any other na­ 
tion.” 
There is here, it seems to me, 
a confusion that is partly the fault 
of the Army’s method of comput­ 
ing its organized strength. Partly 
the confusion results from exag­ 
gerated and even hysterical esti­ 
mates of the size of Russia’s 
forces. 
Russian Division Smaller 
The number of Russian divi­ 
sions is commonly put at 175. Rus­ 
sian 
divisions 
consist 
at 
full 
strength of 12,000 men. Ordinari­ 
ly, it is believed, they arc con­ 
siderably below full strength. 
The American division of 18,000 
men is part of what the Army 
calls, and the phrase is an un­ 
fortunate example of government 
gobbledygook, the “division slice.” 
The division slice for a typical 
combat zone in a 
large 
theater 
would consist of 36,000 men. In­ 
cluded would be troops required 
for supply, the protection of lines 
of communication, 
replacements 
and so on. In other words, if the 
estimate was based on an arbi­ 
trary 12,000 mon to a division, 
as in the Soviet Union, the num­ 
erical count in divisions would 
be much higher. 
Today there are 1,350,000 men 
in the ground forces of the United 
States. As military 
leaders 
will 
soon make clear to Congress, this 
represents more divisions than has 
been disclosed. 
We were first given the figure 
18 and then 24. The figure of 24 
divisions does not include a num­ 
ber of regimental combat teams, 
artillery and anti-aircraft units. 
With these elements computed on 
a division basis, the total should 
really be 34 since they comprise 
an additional ten 
divisions. 
It 
seems to mc it would be a healthy 
corrective to put this fact on the 
record. 
ll. S. Soldier More Costly 
Quite apart from any juggling 
of numbers one way or the other, 
it costs a lot more to sustain the 
American infantryman 
than 
it 
does the foot soldier of any other 
nation. The American has better 
food, better clothing. Ice - cream 
machines, soft drinks and chew­ 
ing gum follow him almost to the 
front. Medical care is a good as 
can be. 
So far as the Russian soldier 
goes* there 
is 
no 
comparison 
whatsoever. Russian officers are 
burdened with virtually no re­ 
cord keeping since casualties are 
not reported. Mon are cheaper 
than machines and the sick and 
wounded are not infrequently sac­ 
rificed. 
The same is true of the Com­ 
munist Chinese soldier in the Ko- | 
roan war. A 
captured 
Chinese 
soldier under 
interrogation 
by 
United Nations intelligence offi­ 
cers was asked recently what he 
had heard from the folks back 
home. The question seemed to sur­ 
prise him. Although he had been 
fighting for nearly three month, 
he had received no mail and the 
idea that he might have had some 
word from home struck him as 
novel. 
Security Not Cheap 
There would be few who would 
economize at the expense of the 
foot soldier. 
In any event while 
we here at home are still living 
in the midst or 
a 
boom 
such 
economies would not 
go 
down 
very well. 
liut ways to economize can be 
found and perhaps Taft’s propos­ 
al of a civilian commission—with 
military representation—is the way 
to discover them. But to believe 
that security can be bought cheap- 
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ly is the most dangerous of delu­ 
sions. 
The belief is beginning to grow 
that Russian at the 
forthcoming 
foreign ministers’ conference in­ 
tends to make important conces­ 
sions on Germany which might 
be part of a peace offensive de­ 
signed to halt the 
rearming 
of 
Western Europe. This would co­ 
incide with the beginning of heavy 
arms expenditures here at home 
in an uncontrolled economy with 
new taxes piled on the old. Such 
a coincidence could encourage the 
notion that we were getting all 
hot and bothered for nothing with 
military expansion merely a plot 
of the warmongers allied with the 
generals. If that should happen it 
might eventually mean that we 
would lapse once again into the 
complacence that prevailed before 
the Communist attack in Korea.

Dr. P ratt said some 200.000 in 
this country are known sufferers 
of tho disease. 
“How m a ry more 
there are we can’t know,” he said. 
“ because it is so often mis-diag- 
nosed.” 
Til is means that of every 10,- 
000 Americans, 13 are known vic­ 
tims of the discase.
